Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer image file entitled 012[1J.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 13 years. 

The computer image file depicts a young woman, fully clothed, posing for the camera in a candid 
manner. The image does not deal with a matter of sex, but contains demeaning conduct that is 
likely to encourage children to treat, or regard, girls orwomen, as being dehumanised or demeaned. 
Its availability to children is therefore likely to be injurious to the public good. 

This classification interferes with the freedom of expression set out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with Parliament's intention and the 
concern of a democratic society, that those publications that encourage children to treat 
themselves, or others, as dehumanised or demeaned can be given an age restriction that prevents 
them being available to this age group. 
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
